Iteccntly, sta
tistics have been published which show
that more peoplo havo had their arms
and fingers blown off in the south than
in tho north, which also goes to provo
that tho fooling against tho llritish is
more intenso in tho south than has gen
erally been supposed.

. Judging perhaps by tho nolso mado
on tho Fourth of July ,!io thoughtless
observer might conclude that tho south
was really less patriotic than tho north;
but it should bo talcen into considera
tion that In Uotham lirccrackcrs are
only three cents a pack, and pin wheels
cost only a cent apiece, whereas in
southorn cities they are much moro ex-
pensive. Even tho poorest classes of
Now York can afford to oxpross their
dotestatlon of Ocorgo III. and his min
ions at a comparatively trifling ex-
penso.

Tho high prlco pf explosives In tho
0uth Is tho real cause of tho people of

Kuw Orleans, for instance, seeming to
bo comparatively Indifferent as to which
sldo whipped in tho great revolutionary
struggle. In Now York, whoro cannon
crackers aro almost given away, tho
enthusiasm is so pronounced that rev
elers begin to make the welkin ring,
and to get tight, on tho night of tho
third of .lulv.

So thorough Is tho itetcstatlon of Eng- -

llsh tyranny in New York, that even as
early as tho afternoon of the third I
liavo seen tho police wiping up tho side-

walks with well-dresse- d Inebriates. In
tho drug stores boys get their fingers
tied up from toy pistol wounds as early

grown man with an adult gun, who
loaded and flrcd at flvo o'clock I don't
ltnow whothor ho hit It or 1 notnnd
Uopt It up all day without turning a
hair.

I did not mnlto much progress with
my patriotic editorial. I wrotoi
